“Bob I’lnkertuu bit the nail a. sounding thwack 
on the licad when he pr»)mulguted the order com- 
lielling liuokmakers and their assistants to clothe 
themselves like the ordinary run of human beings 
when they throng aud rush out from the ring to 
view' the ract*s frwu the lawn in front of the 
gramistand.'’ su.vs the Morning Telegraph. “The 
Jockey Club aiul Mr, Pinkerton are not so mon- 
strously particular about the makeup of the layers 
of odds whilv they are d«>ing business inside the 
ring. There, ou a very hot day, while the crowcls 
are surging aud perspiring it would be inhuman 
to require the IxKikmakers to w'ear stand-up collars, 
“blled” slilrts and their coats, but it is rather a 
different matter on the outside. 

“Formerly the bookmakers at the cry of ‘They’re 
off’ were w’ont to grab their stools aud scramble 
out to the front just as they were, coatless, hat- 
less, coliarless and with their shirtsleeves rolled 
high above their elbows. To say the least, they 
were not an esi>ecially inspiring sight for the women 
in the grandstand. Consideration of this proved the 
inspiration of the new order. 

“Now* the btMikmakers, the minute they hear the 
shout that means the horses have started, throw 
ilowu slate, sheet, chalk and sponge and, hustling 
into their coats and collars, seize their stools and 
rush on to the lawn. The change is certainly one 
for the better. T’here Is a whole lot in appearances, 
even where bookpiakeis are concerned, and when 
they are properly coated and collared they make a 
much more ideasiug impressiuu ou the womeu who 
are constantly wondering how things are in the 
ring.” 



ROYAL LADY LOSES RIDER IN STAKE RACE. 



Humming Bee Bumps Into Her and Unseats Garner 
— Starter Dade’s Work Is Applauded. 



Salem, N. H., July 9. — Jockey Garner was thrown 
from Royal Lady In the fourth race at Rockingham 
Park today, but sustuiued notbiug worse than a 
severe shaking np. It was in the feature race, the 
Charmingfare of $1,0UU for two-year-old fillies at 
five furlongs. Only three went to the post and riglit 
after the start Humming Bee bumped into Royal 
Lady, throwing her off her stride and unseating 
Garner. The boy alighted on his feet and hands 
and was able to ride in the race following. Hum- 
ming Bee came on and won by five lengths from 
Gleeful, her stable companion. Royal Lady was 
wild after unseating her rider. She ran both ways 
of the track and jumped over the fence separating 
the straightaway from the main course aud was 
only captured when she stopped completely ex- 
haii8te«l. Much to the surprise of every bwly Gar- 
ner failed to make a claim of foul against the 
winner. 

It is not often that a start brings applause from 
race-goers, but the start in the third race today did. 
The ra<*e was at a mile and a furlong and the 
start was directly in front of the stand. Starter 
Dade got the six horses in perfe<*t alignment and 
then sprung the barrier. They sprang away as 
one horse aud the start was so perfect that it evoked 
considerable applause.

7HE TROUBLE AT PROVIDENCE. 

President Maurice M. Minton, of the Narragansett 
Bree<Iers’ Association, lias felt himself called upon 
to give reasons for de<*Iaring off the meeting at 
Providenc*e, which was scheduled for the iierlod 
from July 23 to August 11 and he does so In the 
following statement recently issued: 

“Early last January Governor Utter stated that 
from bis iiiterpretatiou of the laws of Rhode Island 
no meeting could be held unless the Legislature 
anieuded them. I stated at that time that the 
nuHding last summer was legally and lawfully 
c*oiiducted by the ass<M*iation in so far as the asso- 
t'iation had authority. 1 further stated that if 
by reason of existiug laws, racing was threatened, 
the I.egislature, if it desired to have running and 
trotting nieetings, i-oiild (4lict a racing statute to 
enable incoriKirated asso<*lations to hold their meet- 
ings (luring a limited number of days. 

“No such laws were enacted, aud Governor Utter 
has not varattxl his o|duion. For the associatiou to 
hold a meeting and contest the position of Governor 
Utter is not in line with the policy of the associa- 
tion; therefore it has abandoned its iutentiou to race 
running horses or to permit the racing o^ harness 
horses. 

“When tile pun'hase of Narragansett Park and 
tlie improvements to lie made thereon were con- 
templated it was stated that racing under the 
rules of the Jockey Club would be welcomed, and 
lliat it would add materially to the midsummer 
attractions of the state. It was also isiinted out 
that Narraganstdt I’ark had for years been noted 
as a race course and that ,uo opposition had ever 
iieen made to meetings held thereon. Acting upon 
the solicitation of persons friendly to the sjiort and 
upon advice of counsel, a large sum of money was 
invested, and from the standpoint of the sport a 
successful meeting was held. 

“Whether tliis associatiou will ever again race in 
Providence is a matter not to be stated at this 
time. It sought to secure the good will of the 
lieople of Rhode Island, not only by the excellence 
of the sport it offered during the eighteen days of 
Its meeting, hut by the order and decorum it rigidly 
enforced. So far reaching were its efforts to pro- 
tect |MH)ple from the lawless element that it 
stationed 1‘inkerton ixilice at the wharves and rail- 
way do{H»ts to stop iiickiKickets from entering the 
city of Providence so that it could not be stated 
that the races liad injured the city. On the other 
hand, while the meeting was held at a loss to the 
ass(K*iatiou, it did much to Inqirove certain lines 
of business in Providence, Cranston, Narragansett 
Pier and other places. 

“It also gave Rhode Island’s summer population 
WMiietliing to do when in search of pleasure. The 
im*eting this year, judging from the iKipularity 
created among horsemen by last year’s meeting. 
Would have been brilliant, and tbc added events 
carded by the Association would have insured a 
sticcess from a siiorting standpoint. But the Asso- 
ciation, even assured of success, had no dis|>osition 
to place Itself in a position whirfi It w'ould have 
to defend or which could have been construed to 
mean an effort on its part to perform a question- 
able, If not an unlawful act.”
